Automatic Feeding for 
Dairy Cows Termed 


‘More Promising’ 


URBANA,. ILL. — Complete auto- 
matic feeding for dairy cows—a prac- 
tice once labeled ‘‘out of the question” 
by most dairymen—is beginning to 
look more promising, University of 
Illinois dairy researchers report. 

Dairy scientist Dr. K. E. Harsh- 
barger pointed out that dairy self- 
feeding actually suffered its first set- 
back before automatic controls even 
came into the feeding picture, He 
said that more than 30 years ago 
Illinois researchers fed a group of 
cows separate feeds on a free-choice 
basis. He indicated that the tests 
were highly unsatisfactory because 
cows passed up roughages to eat 
their fill of concentrates 

This problem, he said, was licked 
by grouping cows in pens according 
to different production levels and by 
mixing chopped hay and concentrate 
into a ration suitable for each group 
Now, he continued, tests indicate that 
self-feeding will work if cows re 
ceive a constant level of roughage 
and if grain feeding is adjusted to 
production 

In the Illinois mechanized dairy 
feeding set-up, 4 in. augers carry 
grain and protein supplement from 
hopper-bottom storage bins to an au- 
tomatic hammermill, it was pointed 
out. After blending and grinding, an 
auger delivers concentrates to a small 
holding bin where a vibrator feed 
meter drops correct amounts into the 
roughage 

A distributing auger ) 
complete ration to the feedlot, where 
divider boards direct the mixture to 
the proper bunk. Researchet 
the time and length of each feeding 
by adjusting automatic time clocks 
on a special control board 

Dr. Harshbarger says the equip- 
ment has successfully delivered ra- 
tions containing 75% chopped hay 
and 25% concentrate to groups of 
heifers and dry cows 

The concentrate is well dispersed 
throughout the chopped hay when 
the feed reaches the bunk, he said 
Even so, the cattle try to separate 
concentrate from the hay by eating 
off the bunk floor, where heavier 
grain particles tend to settle, it was 
noted. 

Eventually, however, cows consume 
the complete ration, since some grain 
particles cling to the hay even after 
they have “nosed it around” consid- 
erably

tions differing in amount of whole 
oats. One group consumed 30% whole 
oats while another’s ration ran to 
50% and a third group was fed 50% 
whole oats plus a crude bacterial fer- 
mentation enzyme. One ration con- 
tained no oats. 

The report said each addition of 
whole ground oats meant that group 
needed more feed to produce a dozen 


eggs and the enzyme did not seem to | 


help feed utilization 

Poultry researchers also deter- 
mined that as oat content increased 
in rations, bird mortality decreased. 
‘Mortality was not significantly high 
in any test pens, but was less in the 
pens where the ration was 50% 
ground oats,” the report said. 

Production in each pen was “uni- 
formly high,” according to the re- 
searchers.

Tells of ‘Breakthrough’ 


In Leukosis Research 


YORKSHIRE, ENGLAND—A 
technique of growing a leukosis virus 
in tissue culture was described as a 
“major breakthrough” into research 
on the leukosis complex by Dr. Peter 
Biggs of the British Animal Health 
Trust when he spoke to research 
workers of Thornber Bros., Ltd., 


| Britain’s largest poultry breeder. 


The new technique, developed by 
Dr. Rubin of the University of Cali- 
Berkeley, was used at Bri- 
tain’s leukosis research center and, 
according to Dr. Biggs, enabled re- 
sults to be obtained within three or 
four weeks. 

Although the solution to this dis- 
ease problem may not now be as diffi- 
cult as was thought at one time, Dr 
Biggs said, the work is still bound to 
be slow. 

He said one of the biggest problems 
was producing the disease in the lab- 
oratory, although field birds contact 
the disease quite readily. 

He advised farmers to keep young 
chicks isolated from adults. 

He also said it was unwise to mix 
stock from different sources. 

E. G. Harry of the Animal Health 
Trust stressed the importance of dust 
as a reserve of disease infection in 


intensive poultry houses. 


“Once infection is in a poultry 
house,” he said, “you can get rid of 


| it only through cleaning out and dis- 


infecting. Otherwise there is a big 
risk of further outbreaks.” 

Mr. Harry also pointed out the 
need for proper ventilation control to 
counteract disease risks in broiler 
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
